Ancestry  of  George  Shaffer 


George  Shaffer  came  here  in  1785  from  the  Southeastern  part 
of  the  State,  on  the  Susquehanna,  paddling  his  way  in  a  canoe, 
in  which  was  placed  all  his  worldly  possessions,  with  his  wife 
and  two  children,  John  and  George.  The  feelings  of  this  great 
man  must  have  been  akin  to  those  of  Columbus.  While  he  was 
not  in  search  of  a  new  world,  he  was  in  search  of  a  new  home. 
It  was  not  the  Susquehanna  of  today,  with  its  bustling  towns  on 
every  side,  and  fertile  farms  between.  No  iron  horse  rushed 
along  its  banks  belching  forth  its  noise. 

As  he  journeyed  northward  seeking  a  suitable  place  to  settle 
and  build  him  a  home,  during  the  day  he  paddled  his  canoe  with 
his  sinew  arms,  and  at  night  they  tied  up  and  camped  on  shore 
in  some  sheltered  place.  At  length  they  reached  a  cove  on  the 
bank  of  the  river,  which  is  now  known  as  Fritz's  Station.  After 
traveling  inland  about  three  miles  he  found  a  place  in  the  dense 
forest  which  he  thought  suitable  for  a  home,  and  accordingly  he 
and  his  good  wife  began  the  herculean  task  of  transferring  their 
goods  to  this  chosen  spot,  which  is  now  known  as  Maple  Hill. 
This  required  several  days.  After  having  piled  all  of  his  earthly 
possessions  under  the  sheltering  bough  of  an  oak,  he  grasped  his 
axe  and  felled  trees  to  build  a  house,  which  was  built  of  logs  cut 
20-foot  length,  piled  one  on  the  top  of  the  other  in  the  shape  of  a 
square.  These  logs  were  round  just  as  they  grew  in  the  tree, 
and  piled  in  this  way  there  would  be  a  space  left  open  between 
each  log.  This  space  he  filled  with  large  chips  as  well  as  he 
could,  after  which  he  took  clay  and  mixed  it  with  water  until  it 
became  stiff  mud,  and  with  this  material  daubed  all  the  crevices. 
This  log  chip  and  mud  work  was  carried  to  the  height  of  12  feet, 
after  which  the  roof  was  put  on.  This  was  not  made  of  slate, 
but  instead  he  took  a  straight-grained  pine  tree  and  cut  it  in 
four-foot  lengths,  after  which  he  split  it  as  thin  as  possible,  the 
pieces  being  used  as  shingles,  laying  them  as  best  he  could.  On 
these  he  laid  heavy  poles  crosswise  and  fastened  them  down  with 
wooden  pins,  called  a  clapboard  roof. 

This  home  had  none  of  the  conveniences  of  our  modern 
homes,  but  it  had  at  its  head  a  man  well  fitted  to  carve  out  a 
home  in  the  wilderness.  A  man  of  courage  and  cteterm'naticn,  a 
man  with  sinewy  arms  and  a  brave  heart,  ready  to  cope  with  the 
many  hardships  and  trials  which  fell  to  his  lot  while  battling  for 
mastery  of  the  wilderness.  Here  he  bought  400  acres  of  land 
that  lay  on  every  side  of  his  cabin,  which  he  immediately  began 
to  clear  of  trees  and  stone  in  order  to  plant  seed  for  future  har- 
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vest.  They  did  not  want  for  meat,  as  the  speckled  beauties 
sported  in  the  stream  which  passed  his  door,  and  deer  were  found 
on  every  part  of  his  domain.  Having  mastered  the  situation  thus 
far,  the  next  difficulty  was  where  to  go  to  procure  the  necessaries 
of  life,  such  as  he  could  not  grow  on  his  land,  there  being  no 
store  for  miles  around.  After  taking  a  lay  of  the  land  and  all 
of  the  conditions  into  consideration,  he  decided  to  cut  a  path 
through  the  forest  in  a  northwesterly  direction  across  Bald  Eagle 
mountain,  a  distance  of  about  nine  miles,  to  what  was  then  known 
as  Culberson's  Mill. 

For  several  years  he  carried  the  produce  of  his  farm  over  this 
path  and  traded  at  a  small  store  in  that  vicinity.  The  path  was 
narrow  and  steep  and  could  only  be  traveled  on  foot  or  horse- 
back. Father  Shaffer  would  take  his  horse  and  place  a  sack 
across  his  back,  and  start  out  before  day,  and  return  at  night, 
tired  and  weary  after  his  tedious  journey  over  mountain  and 
stream.  As  he  kept  on  clearing  he  decided  a  sawmill  was  badly 
needed  to  convert  the  trees  into  suitable  shape  for  building,  and 
so  erected  a  mill  on  the  site  that  is  now  known  as  Miller's  Mill. 
He  also  built  a  wash-house  on  the  banks  of  the  creek  which  in 
after  years  was  used  as  a  Sunday  School.  This  school  was  or- 
ganized by  Miss  Nancy  Eason  and  was  the  first  in  this  section. 

After  living  here  five  or  six  years  other  settlers  arrived  and 
Grandfather  Shaffer  and  his  neighbors  saw  the  need  of  a  church, 
for  Satan  then,  as  now,  was  stalking  through  the  land  seeking 
whom  he  might  devour.  The  neighbors  lent  a  helping  hand  and 
they  concluded  to  build  a  log  church.  This  was  erected  near 
where  the  Stone  Church  now  stands,  and  was  built  of  hewn  logs 
with  three  outside  doors,  one  on  the  west,  east,  and  south.  On 
the  north  was  what  was  known  in  those  days  as  goblet  pulpit. 
This  was  a  huge  goblet  shaped  affair  built  so  high  that  the  pas- 
tor's head  was  all  that  was  visible  to  the  congregation  when  he 
was  expounding  the  word  of  God.  It  had  a  gallery  overhead  on 
three  sides,  with  three  rows  of  seats,  one  above  the  other,  in  the 
shape  of  steps.  The  seats  on  the  lower  floor  were  built  in  four 
tiers,  with  high  backs.  At  one  end  of  the  seats  was  a  small  door 
which  was  closed  after  the  congregation  was  seated.  A  stairway 
was  attached  on  the  outside  to  lead  to  the  gallery,  with  a  small 
platform  at  the  top  where  a  hole  was  cut  through  the  logs,  into 
which  the  congregation  would  creep.  A  large  tin  plate  stove 
stood  in  the  middle  of  the  room.  Hither  the  people  would  wend 
their  way,  some  on  foot,  some  in  carts,  some  on  horses.  The 
women  were  dressed  in  homespun  garments  ;  the  men  in  buckskin 
pants  and  moccasins,  not  un frequently  carrying  guns  on  their 
shoulders  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency.    It  was  here  in  this 
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rude  church  in  the  midst  of  the  forest  the  prayers  of  these  tillers 
of  the  soil  rose  heavenward  like  incense  from  the  altar.  In  the 
churchyard  nearby  they  buried  their  dead  in  the  shadows  of  the 
lofty  pines,  knowing  well  that  the  all-seeing  eye  of  God  watched 
over  the  wilderness  as  tenderly  as  if  they  were  buried  in  the 
monument  studded  cemetery  of  some  large  city. 

Grandfather  Shaffer's  family  increased  until  the  house  on  the 
banks  became  too  small.  He,  therefore,  built  a  larger  house  out 
of  hewn  logs  with  a  large  stone  chimney  fireplace  10  feet  long. 
About  three  feet  above  this  was  fixed  a  stone  platform  on  which 
was  built  a  small  fire  with  pine  fagots,  in  order  to  light  the  room. 
The  furniture  of  those  days  consisted  of  split  bottom  chairs  and 
wooden  benches.  A  spinning  wheel  was  found  in  nearly  every 
house,  and  upon  the  walls  were  hung  animal's  hides,  along  the 
joist  overhead  was  strung  seedcorn,  and  several  guns,  powder 
horns,  yarn  and  many  other  useful  articles.  The  infants  were 
rocked  in  a  cradle  made  out  of  a  hollow  log  split  through  the 
middle.  The  antlers  of  a  fine  deer  usually  served  as  a  hat  rack. 
The  door  of  Mr.  Shaffer's  house  was  made  in  two  parts  ;  that  is, 
it  was  cut  through  the  middle  crosswise  and  on  the  upper  half 
was  fastened  a  wooden  latch.  A  small  hole  was  bored  through 
the  door ;  a  string  was  tied  to  the  latch  and  passed  through  this 
hole,  and  being  on  the  outside  when  a  person  wished  to  enter, 
they  simply  pulled  on  the  string  and  the  door  unlatched.  Mr. 
SharTer's  latch  string  always  hung  out  to  all  weary  travelers  who 
came,  and  many  pilgrims  found  rest  and  comfort  under  his  roof. 

When  his  children  became  old  enough  to  go  to  school  another 
serious  matter  confronted  him  The  nearest  schoolhouse  was 
about  five  miles  distant,  near  what  is  now  known  as  Thomas' 
Mill.  The  only  way  to  reach  it  was  a  narrow  path  through  the 
forests.  Here  he  sent  John  and  George,  his  oldest  sons."  This 
was  truly  acquiring  knowledge  with  difficulty  for  the  path  crossed 
several  streams  which  had  no  bridges.  These  they  crossed  as 
best  they  could.  Wolves  were  plentiful  at  that  time,  and  woe 
be  unto  the  boys  if  they  did  not  reach  home  before  twilight. 

As  the  years  rolled  by  other  settlers  arrived  from  time  to  time 
and  the  vicinity  of  Maple  Hill  became  quite  a  settlement.  The 
giant  oaks  of  the  forest  fell  before  the  sturdy  pioneers  as  thev 
wielded  their  axes,  from  early  morn  until  late  at  night,  and  fertile 
fields  were  seen  on  every  side.  Here  Mr.  Shaffer  and  his  wile 
lived  to  a  ripe  old  a?e  and  reared  a  family  of  ten  children.  ek>hi 
boys  and  two  <>irls,  viz:  Tohn.  George,  Adam,  Samuel,  Christian, 
Jacob,  Martin,  Andrew,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth.  Thev  inherited  the 
habits  of  industry  and  frugality  of  their  parents,  and  like  them 
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were  always  found  in  the  lead  where  brain  and  muscle  were  re- 
quired, always  pushing  to  the  front  where  duty  called.  As  time 
passed  these,  too,  crossed  death's  river  and  left  their  children  to 
take  up  the  thread  of  life  and  go  on  with  their  unfinished  work. 
Of  this  generation  there  is  but  one  living,  Samuel  P.,  in  his 
ninety-second  year. 

As  I  sit  and  look  across  the  purple  misted  mountain  tops  I 
think  can  it  be  possible  that  there  is  one  person  living  that  has 
seen  these  changes  pass  along  as  a  great  panorama  before  his 
eyes,  from  treading  out  grain  with  horses'  iron-bound  hoofs,  to 
the  huge  steam  thresher  that  travels  on  every  road  of  our  beauti- 
ful valley ;  from  the  pine  fagot  on  the  hearthstone  used  to  light 
the  room,  to  the  glaring  electric  light;  from  the  spinning  wheel 
in  the  corner  of  the  room  to  the  mammoth  loom  run  by  steam 
power;  from  paddling  a  boatload  of  goods  with  the  aid  of  poles, 
to  the  iron  horse  who  belches  forth  fire  and  smoke  and  outstrips 
the  wind  in  his  mad  career  ;  from  cutting  grain  with  a  sickle,  to  a 
self-binder,  and  many  other  inventions?  There  seems  to  be  no 
limit  to  what  the  human  mind  can  accomplish.  Could  George 
Shaffer  come  back  to  his  old  home  he  would  think  that  he  was 
born  into  another  world.  He  would  fail  to  realize  that  this  was 
the  place  where  he  started  to  hew  out  a  home  in  the  wilderness 
a  hundred  and  forty  years  ago.  What  has  brought  this  great 
change? — education,  religion,  and  a  progressive  American  spirit. 
Take  these  elements  away  from  us  and  our  fate  is  sealed.  For 
they  are  the  strength,  honor  and  glory  of  our  nation.

Cornelius,  Alfred,  William,  Samuel  P.,  John  V..  Wash  (son 
of  Sallie),  and  Aaron  Artman  were  Civil  War  veterans. 

George  Shaffer,  son  of  Nicholas,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 

George,  son  of  George,  served  in  War  of  1812. 

Andrew  came  from  Holland  and  settled  in  Cumberland  Valley. 

Of  Nicholas  nothing  is  known  except  he  died  in  Nittany 
Valley. 

George  married  Susanna  Pifer  at  Manayunk,  near  Philadel- 
phia. 

The  "Shaffer  path  tower"  on  Bald  Eagle  Mountain  is  named 
for  the  original  Shaffer. 

The  first  Sunday  School  in  the  Valley  was  started  by  Nancy 
Eason,  an  aunt  of  Samuel  P.  Shaffer.  She  was  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Daniel  George. 

Of  the  older  members  of  the  Shaffers,  John  lived  to  the  age 
of  84,  Robert  90,  and  Samuel  P.  has  celebrated  his  ninety-first 
year.  These  three  brothers  were  sons  of  Samuel.  Sara  Shaffer 
Clark  lived  to  be  88  and  Elizabeth  reached  the  age  of  93. 

So  well  did  the  "Shaffer"  girls  like  the  "Fowler"  boys  that 
three  of  the  girls  from  Uncle  John's  family  married  Fowler  boys 
and  the  fourth  one  wanted  to  marry  one.  when  Uncle  John  said, 
"No,  there  is  enough  Fowler  in  one  family." 

David  Fowler  and  Ellen  Biers  are  the  only  two  living  whose 
mothers  were  Shaffer's  and  fathers  Fowler's. 
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The  Shaffer-Fowler  clan  meet  the  first  Thursday  in  August 

each  year,  at  Riverside  Park,  Milton,  Pa.  The  officers  of  this 
organization  are  as  follows :

This  work  was  undertaken  through  a  desire  of  some  of  the 
family  to  have  a  record  preserved,  as  perfect  as  it  could  be  ob- 
tained, of  their  ancestors,  and  connection  of  their  descendants 
at  the  present  time.  While  there  are  a  great  many  families 
throughout  this  country  either  bearing  this  same  name  or  being 
descendants  therefrom,  we  have  only  traced  the  descendants  of 
Andrew  Shaffer,  who  emigrated  to  White  Deer  Valley  in  1785. 
Having  first  settled  in  Cumberland  Valley  when  they  emigrated 
to  this  country  from  Holland,  the  exact  year  is  not  known. 
Andrew  Shaffer  lived  at  Elizabethville,  Penna. 
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Genealogy  of  the  Fowler  Family 


In  the  preparation  of  a  brief  genealogy  of  that  branch  of  the 
Fowler  Family  which  has  to  do  with  the  settlements  in  Eastern 
Pennsylvania,  from  its  entry  into  American  history,  facts  oily 
have  been  recorded  in  tracing  the  connection  of  the  pioneer  fam- 
ilies with  those  of  the  present  day.  In  collecting  this  data,  access 
has  been  had  to  Colonial  and  State  Records,  County  Histories 
and  Reference  books  and  indebtedness  is  hereby  acknowledged  in 
large  measure  to  Miss  Ida  Aletha  Fowler,  of  Berwick,  for  data 
which  has  not  heretofore  appeared  in  book  form. 

Descendants  of  the  early  settlers  are  to  be  found  connected 
with  almost  every  phase  of  social,  industrial,  agricultural  and  re- 
ligious life  throughout  the  various  sections  in  which  they  now 
live.  Their  influence  is  also  noted  in  legislative  halls  where  they 
have  served  with  distinction  both  to  their  clientele  and  them- 
selves. 

A  paper  entitled  "Preaching  Subscription,"  dated.  November 
24th,  1784,  and  claimed  to  be  the  oldest  record  extant  containing 
a  partial  list  of  the  settlers  in  what  is  now  the  Danville  District, 
is  an  interesting  relic  and  it  is  due  the  Fowler  descendants  to 
publish  a  copy  of  this  particular  kind  of  a  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence Signers. 

"We,  the  subscribers,  promise  to  pay  the  several 
sums  annexed  to  our  names  into  the  hands  of  such 
person  as  shall  be  named  by  a  majority  of  us,  to 
receive  or  collect  the  same,  to  be  set  apart  as  a 
fund  for  the  encouragement  and  promoting  of  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  amon?  us  at  the  Settlement 
at  Mahoning.  Done  this  24th  day  of  November, 
1784." 

It  was  not  a  sectarian  agreement,  as  all  men  in  those  days 
were  deeply  religious  in  faith  and  practice  and  pined  for  the 
expounding  of  God's  Word,  hence,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the 
list  of  signers  contained  the  names  of  most  heads  of  families  in 
the  District  who  were  able  to  subscribe  towards  the  fund.  Among 
the  signers  were  Benjamin  and  Asahel  Fowler. 

Section  I 

BENTAMIN  FOWLER,  the  progenitor  of  that  branch  of  the 
Fowler  family  recorded  in  these  pages,  was  a  Briton,  born  about 
the  middle  of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  and  when  a  boy  of  but 
seventeen  years,  came  to  America  during  the  Revolutionary  Per'od 
in  company  with  an  officer  of  the  British  Army  assigned  to  Corn- 
wallis'  Division.  lie  was  in  service  throughout  the  war,  par- 
ticularly in  battles  in  which  his  regiment  was  engaged,  and  was 
with  the  army  al  Yorktown,  Ya.,  on  the  occasion  of  Ford  Corn- 
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wallis'  surrender  to  General  George  Washington,  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Colonial  Forces,  October  19th,  1781. 

After  the  close  of  hostilities,  Benjamin  Fowler,  in  company 
with  a  party  of  others,  found  his  way  into  the  Wyoming  Valley, 
near  Wilkes-Barre,  Northumberland  County,  Pa.  (Luzerne  Coun- 
ty not  being  erected  until  later),  a  section  containing  the  most 
fertile  soil  in  the  state,  and  destined  later,  to  be  the  scene  of 
one  of  the  most  horrible  Indian  massacres  in  all  history,  resulting 
in  the  hegira  known  as  "The  Big  Runaway." 

Settling  later  at  what  is  now  the  Village  of  Espy,  Benjamin 
Fowler  learned  the  blacksmith  trade  with  one  of  the  early 
pioneers.  Those  of  the  class  to  which  he  belonged,  however, 
did  not  affiliate  with  the  Pennamites  or  with  the  French  and 
Indians,  and  these  having  the  odds  in  numerical  strength,  Mr. 
Fowler  and  his  friends  found  it  advisable  to  depart  for  the  time, 
which  they  did  via  New  York  State.  From  there  Mr.  Fowler 
went  to  Reading,  Pa.,  and  being  determined  to  locate  farther  up 
along  the  Susquehanna  River,  returned  to  Briar  Creek  Township 
on  a  pack  horse,  took  up  a  tract  of  land  covered  with  scrub  oak 
and  hazel  brush  and  began  the  erection  of  a  building  for  his 
occupancy.  After  starting  to  clear,  he  was  again  driven  off  by 
the  Indians.  In  the  meantime,  however,  he  had  met  Miss  Deborah 
(Catherine)  Fowler,  daughter  of  one  David  Fowler,  pioneer 
member  of  another  branch  of  the  Fowler  family  who  had  emi- 
grated to  that  section.  Benjamin  Fowler  was  first  attracted  to 
her  by  the  family  name,  and  during  his  months  of  work  with  and 
among  the  early  settlers,  he  found  time  for  courtship  and  finally 
won  the  heart  and  hand  of  Deborah,  with  whom  he  journeyed  to 
Reading  in  1782,  where  the  wedding  was  celebrated  with  great 
eclat  for  those  days.  The  honeymoon  over,  they  packed  pro- 
visions enough  to  last  one  year  and  transported  them  to  what 
was  to  be  their  new  home,  by  pack  horse.  Arriving  at  their 
destination,  they  located  on  land  in  Briar  Creek  Township  and 
there  Benjamin  Fowler  built  a  log  house.  He  had  put  out  a  small 
crop  of  corn  and  rye  at  his  previous  location,  and  when  it  was 
ripe,  went  and  gathered  the  crop.  Two  or  three  other  families 
lived  within  a  radius  of  a  few  miles,  and  learning  that  there  was 
a  new  family  among  them,  they  came  (being  almost  destitute)  and 
borrowed  corn  and  other  staples  which  Mr.  Fowler  had  brought 
with  him,  until  nearly  all  his  supplies  were  gone,  and  for  four 
months,  on  account  of  their  generosity,  the  only  food  thev  had 
for  themselves,  besides  wild  game,  was  dried  apples  and  milk. 

To  this  pair,  living  in  the  log  home,  were  born  nine  children, 
eieht  of  whom  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood.  Mr.  Fowler 
plied  the  trades  both  of  farmer  and  blacksmith,  by  which  means 
he  was  enabled  to  rear  his  large  family  of  children,  and  never 
having  moved  from  the  localitv.  he  left  his  remains  as  a  token 
of  his  affection  and  love  for  the  people  and  district  which  he 
chose  as  his,  by  adoption. 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fowler  are  both  buried  at  the  Stone  Church 
in  Briar  Creek  Township.  Here,  too,  are  interred  the  remains  of 
many  descendants  of  this  pioneer  family  as  well  as  at  Hidlay 
Presbyterian  Churchyard  in  Centre  Township,  Berwick  Cemetery 
and  Rosemont  Cemetery  at  Bloomsburg,  Pa.

JAMES  FOWLER,  the  eldest  son,  born  at  Marsh  Creek 
Settlement,  November  3,  1782,  when  entering  man's  estate  se- 
lected for  his  mate  Miss  Ann  Croft,  of  London,  England,  then 
living  at  Reading,  Pa.,  whom  he  married  August  18,  1805,  and 
set  out  to  carve  his  fortune,  eventually  arriving  in  Lycoming 
County,  Pa.,  where  he  settled  and  died.  He  first  followed  farm- 
ing on  what  was  known  as  the  General  Petriken  farm,  located 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Susquehanna  River,  opposite  Port  Perm. 
Later  he  moved  to  the  Main  street  of  Muncy,  and  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  hand-made  pumps  and  grain  cradles.  Flis  re- 
mains, with  those  of  his  wife,  Ann  Croft,  whose  death  occurred 
June  8,  1827,  are  buried  at  Muncy-  During  his  latter  years,  Mr. 
Fowler  moved  his  residence  from  Main  street  to  what  is  now

2  BENJAMIN  FOWLER,  second  child  of  James  and  Ann 
Croft  Fowler,  was  born  July  25th,  1807.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Shaffer,  of  Black  Hole  Valley,  and  they  emigrated  during  the  first 
half  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  to  Trumbull  County,  Ohio,  where 
they  reared  eleven  children.  Benjamin  Fowler  lived  to  a  ripe  old 
age,  surrounded  by  neighbors  and  friends  who  loved  and  re- 
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spected  him  for  his  kindly  disposition,  his  philanthropy  and  for 
his  interest  in  the  district  of  his  adoption  where  he  helped  lay 
the  foundation  for  the  present  success  of  the  County.  As  early 
as  1853  he  had  begun  to  collect  data  for  a  Booklet  of  the  Fowler 
family,  but  whether  it  was  ever  completed  we  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain.

3  MAJOR  THOMAS  CROFT  FOWLER,  third  son  of 
James  and  Ann  Croft  Fowler,  was  born  at  the  homestead  in 
Port  Penn,  March  29th,  1809.  He  learned  the  distilling  trade  at 
the  plant  of  Squire  John  Montgomery,  and  after  his  marriage  to 
Jane  Delaney  took  up  his  residence  in  Black  Hole  Valley.  He 
purchased  a  farm  tract  from  the  Montgomery  holdings  and  here 
he  reared  a  family  of  six  boys  and  one  girl,  an  older  daughter 
passing  away  at  the  age  of  two  and  a  half  years.  He  raised  the 
first  bank  barn  erected  in  the  Valley  and  was  considered  to  be  the 
most  competent  person  along  this  line  in  the  section.  His  physical 
strength,  too,  was  the  wonder  of  all  who  knew  him.  For  some 
years  before  the  Pennsylvania  Canal  was  built,  he  followed  boat- 
ing on  the  river,  going  as  far  south  as  tidewater.  After  a  short 
illness,  his  death  occurred  June  19th,  1874,  his  wife  having  pre- 
ceded him  as  early  as  August  10th,  1858.  His  sons,  Nathan  D., 
Rankin  J.,  Robert  M.  and  Isaac  Yoder  were  mainly  interested 
along  mercantile  lines  in  early  life  and  Robert  M.  still  continues 
at  Youngstown,  Ohio.  James  P.  and  Rankin  enlisted  at  the  out- 
break of  the  Civil  War,  one  with  the  Twenty-eighth  Regiment, 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  and  the  other  in  the  Fifth  Pennsylvania 
Cavalry.  Both  were  discharged  with  enviable  records,  lames 
having  served  in  thirty-seven  battles,  and  is  now  li\ pinq  retired  at 
the  age  of  85  years,  as  is  Rankin  at  the  age  of  81.  |ohn  P.,  the 
eldest  living  son,  is  now  in  his  ninety-second  year  while  Robert 
boasts  the  aee  of  lint  7()  years.

ANCESTRY  OF  JULIA  A.  FORTNER,  WIFE  OF 
JOHN  FREESE  FOWLER 

JAMES  DOUGLASS,  of  Scotland,  Progenitor. 

Lord  Archibald  Douglass,  son  of  James  Douglass,  born  in  1691 
at  Bothwell  Castle,  Scotland,  and  died  in  1781  at  Glasgow.  His 
first  marriage  was  to  Jane  Edmonds,  by  whom  he  had  the  follow- 
ing children :

Lord  Archibald  Douglass  married  a  second  time  and  this  wife 
made  a  servant  of  Lady  Isabelle,  who  eventually  decided,  when 
only  16  years  of  age,  to  leave  her  Scottish  home  and  come  to 
America  in  company  with  a  lady  friend,  after  prevailing  upon 
and  securing  her  father's  consent.  Her  voyage  and  subsequent 
experiences  were  very  trying.  Bound  for  Philadelphia,  the  vessel 
was  captured  by  pirates  at  sea,  who  brought  the  passengers  to 
port  but  released  only  those  who  could  pay  ransom.  Lady  Isa- 
belle was  practically  sold  as  a  slave,  her  time  being  bought  by  a 
man  from  Amwell  Township,  Hunterdon  County,  N.  J.,  then 
in  Philadelphia  on  business.  He  took  her  to  his  home,  ex- 
pecting her  to  work  out  the  sum  he  had  paid.  She,  however,  met 
one  Benjamin  Fortner,  who  fell  in  love  with  her  and  they  worked 
together  to  accumulate  enough  money  to  redeem  her.  After  their 
marriage  they  lived  for  a  number  of  years  in  Hunterdon  County 
N.  J.,  where  nine  children  were  born  to  them.  Two  other  chil- 
dren were  born  after  their  removal  to  Sussex  County,  N.  J., 
where  the  parents  both  died  and  are  buried. 

One  of  the  children,  Jonas  Fortner,  went  to  Canada  during 
the  Revolutionary  War,  being  prejudiced  in  favor  of  the  British. 
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Another  of  the  sons,  Fortner,  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary 

War  and  served  in  nine  campaigns  under  General  Washington. 

The  Fortners  made  their  appearance  in  what  was  then  North- 
umberland County,  Pa.,  late  in  the  Eighteenth  Century,  and  have 
spread  through  several  of  the  counties  erected  from  that  Lrge 
territory,  and  are  worthy  and  respected  citizens — a  credit  to  any 
Commonwealth. 

Their  connection  with  the  Fowler  Family  dates  from  the 
marriage  of  Julia  A.  Fortner  (a  great  granddaughter  of  Lady 
Isabelle  Douglass  and  Benjamin  Fortner,  of  Sussex  County, 
N.  J.)  to  John  Freese  Fowler,  only  son  of  David  Fowler,  second 
son  of  the  progenitor  of  the  Fowler  descendants  throughout  this 
section,  he  having  located  in  the  Marsh  Creek  Settlement  as 
early  as  1782,  with  his  bride. 

Lord  Archibald  Douglass,  at  his  death  in  1781,  left  s-ver^l 
millions  of  dollars,  and  this  estate  would  have  descended  to  his 
daughter,  Lady  Isabelle  Douglass  Fortner  and  her  heirs,  had  they 
presented  their  claims.  Julia  A.  (Fortner)  Fowler's  father- 
John  Fortner— had  secured  full  power  from  the  heirs  to  procure 
the  fortune  and  had  all  proofs  and  papers  prepared,  intending  to 
start  to  Scotland,  when  he  was  taken  suddenly  ill  and  died.  The 
other  heirs  never  claimed  the  estate  and  it  is  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  John  Douglass,  a  side  heir,  who  came  into  possession 
through  lapse  of  time. 

The  number  of  descendants  through  the  union  of  John  Freese 
Fowler  and  Julia  A.  Fortner  are  less  than  50  to  date  (1923) 
and  can  be  traced  as  far  as  available  in  these  pages. 

Their  eldest  daughter,  Dorcas  Freese  Fowler,  married  Robert 
J.  Lyons  (eldest  son  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  Lyons,  deceased,  of 
Lycoming  County).  He  joined  the  army  enlisted  for  the  Civil 
War  in  1865  and  died  in  service  at  Victoria  (or  Netona)  Texas, 
Oct.  21,  1865.  Their  only  son,  Fowler  Lyons,  born  January  17th, 
1861,  at  Pine  Summit,  Pa.,  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Montraville 
McHenry  but  decided  later  to  give  up  the  profession,  and  after 
selling  his  farm  of  250  acres  to  his  uncle,  Jeremiah  R.  Fowler, 
emigrated  with  his  wife,  Martha  E.  (Ellis)  Lyons,  to  Dawes 
County,  Neb.  In  1882,  when  21  years  of  age,  he,  in  company 
with  his  uncle,  William  Fowler,  and  Dr.  McHenry,  took  a  trip 
as  far  south  as  Texas.  He  is  at  present  practicing  medicine  and 
living  at  Turbotville,  Pa.  Some  time  in  the  60's  his  mother  con- 
tracted a  second  marriage  with  Dr.  Montraville  McHenry,  one 
of  nine  children  born  to  Benjamin  and  Lavina  (Conner)  Mc- 
Henry, of  Benton,  Pa.  A  daughter  blessed  this  union  in  the  per- 
son of  Birdie  Frances  McHenry,  born  October  22,  1870,  who, 
after  attending  the  common  schools,  Muncy  Normal  and  Buck- 
nell  Institute  at  Lewisburg,  read  law  with  Ikeler  &  lkeler  at 
Bloomsbure,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  May  5,  1897,  in  Co- 
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lumbia  County,  subsequently  being  admitted  to  the  Montour 
County  bar,  the  only  female  member  of  that  Association  in  Mon- 
tour County.

5  Freas  Fowler,  son  of  Gilbert  and  Sarah  Freas  Fowler,  was 
born  on  May  25th,  1830,  in  Briar  Creek  Township,  Columbia 
County.  He  followed  farming  for  some  years  after  reaching 
manhood  and  later  entered  business  in  Berwick.  He  married 
Sarah  Hagenbuch  and  to  them  was  born  one  daughter,  Ida  Aletha 
Fowler,  who  still  lives  in  the  old  homestead  built  by  her  grand- 
father and  occupied  later  by  her  father.  Freas  Fowler's  grand- 
father, Daniel  Fowler,  came  from  New  York  State  and  located 
in  Briar  Creek  Township  in  1775,  being  among  the  early  settlers 
of  the  place.  He  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land,  most  of  which 
was  in  timber  and  scrub  pine,  but  later  became  one  of  the  best 
tracts  in  the  county.  Gilbert  Fowler  was  born  in  1792  and  always 
made  Briar  Creek  Township  his  home.  He  followed  farming  and 
at  one  time  owned  500  acres,  on  part  of  which  the  town  of  Ber- 
wick was  built.  Freas  Fowler  held  several  offices  in  Berwick 
and  in  1879  was  elected  vice  president  of  the  Columbia  County 
Agricultural,  Horticultural  and  Mechanics  Association,  serving 
four  years,  when  he  was  elected  its  president  and  held  the  office 
three  years.  In  his  home  still  stands  the  beautiful  solid  mahogany 
grandfather's  clock  which  was  the  property  of  Daniel  Fowler,  his 
grandfather.
